Cashmere is adaptive, and it can often 
be worn by women to whom the sever- 
ity of a cloth frock is unsuitable, for 
although requiring a certain amount of 
severity in development, cashmere im- 
parts none of this quality to the wearer 
of it.— Delineator.

for Wheat. 


I will give in a few notes my way of 


using manure. It seems as if there 
are some writers who think if a man 
uses manure in any other way than 
they do, it Is not the right way. They 
do not take into consideration that some 
Boils must have manure applied in a 
different way from other soils, in order 
to get the most and best returns. If a 
farmer does it on his farm so that he 
will get the most good from it on his 
ground I think it is the right way, so 
far as he is concerned. I do not think 
•that it is right for one man to say to 
another that he is all wrong, "my way 
is the right way, and not yours." 


I do not own a farm so I have to 


rent, and I pay a very good price for a 
medium good farm. The land is most- 
ly all sandy, and some sandy clay, 
with the exception of about 7 acres of 
second-class bottom land. I have been 
on the place now about three years 
and a half, and when I came on it 
there was just on< Held of clover that 
contained 9 acres, some very poor. I 
have on tho same place to-day, two 
fields of timothy of 5 auros each and 
another of 8 acres sown last fall; 18 acres 
of clover, two years old, and 14.J acres 
sown this spring. In tho spring oi 
1884 
when I came here, there was an 


old straw stack and a lot of manure on 
the place. I nmde a large compost 
heap, using two loads of manure to one 
load of old straw, I put two loads of 
straw at the bottom to commence with, 
and I always drove over the pile, so as 
U, keep it solid. I think that I had 
between 50 and 60 loads of manure m 
,the fall, all well rotted. I worked it 
over thrice in the summer, and 1 
hauled some out before wheat sowing 
and some after I had sowed and put 
bone dust on some of it. That was a 
hard winter, and where I put bone 
dust, I had just about half a crop, on 
one field and on part of the other field, 
and on part of the other field I had 
none, but where I put the manure, the 
wheat came up to my shoulders, and 
the set of grass there is simply wonder- 
ful. It yielded a good deal more to

His Recommendations for the Good of 


the Order—Anarchy and Socialism 


--The Stock Yards Strike, Etc. 


MINMBAPOIJB, Minn., Oct. 7.—For over 


four hours this afternoon the stillness in 
Harmonia Hall was broken only by the 
voice of one man and frequent bursts of 
applause. It was a strong voice when it 
started, but before the close it was wealc 
and crocked. The speaker, or rather the 
reader, was General Master Workman 
Powderly, and the matter was his annual 
address to the General Assembly. It was 
contained in a pamphlet of sixty-four 
pages of closely printed minion. Fifty 
five pages were devoted to a history of the 
trouble in the organization during the past 
twelve months, and about four of the re- 
maining nine to suggestions for its im- 
provement and development. The speaker

Before the public 1 havti nav ir 
said a word concerning those men, I nave 
never felt calltd upon to say any thing, 
for it is none ot my business, yet some ot 
their friends have put woreU of condjinna- 
tinn in my mouth in ordoi to have mo nay 
something in their favoi. 
I allowed it to 


go as tho mouy false reports conceinin^ 
me went, unnoticed. 
I felt that il' they 


could stand it, 1 could.

Continuing, the speaker said that his 


connection with anarchy within the order 
dated from Novembjr 2(i, ISbli, when he 
received u letter from Rodgers, master 
workman of District Assembly No. 23 of 
Chicago, advising him that a resolution of 
sympathy with tho Anarchists had bean 
passed by the body, and that meanwhile 
its mombers were "moving Heavou aud 
•artli to secure thy release of the con- 
demned men, and to utiluo the order for 
building up a political party to be con- 


troled and manipulated by the Anarchists 
and sympathizers as a propoganda of the 
nefarious doctrines concerning tb,» domM- 
tic city government and tenure.* 
'"" 


Then followed a voluminous correspond- 


ence interspersed with comments. By in- 
ference, tbe speaker denied that he helped 
to down Robert Nelson, the labor nom- 
inee for mayor of Chicago, or that he had 
forbidden the members of the order to at- 
tend the funeral of Mrs. Neebe, the wife 
of the imprisoned Anarchist. These and 
other charges were denounced as imper- 
tinent and rascally. The speaker denied 
that because the general ''assembly at 
Richmond recommended the condemned 
men to the. mercy of Governor Oglesby, 
the entire order was committed to their 
unqualified support, and "admitted that 
there were times during the year when it 
was with the greatest difficulty that the 
order was saved from a crisis over this 
matter. 


Concluding, Mr. Powderly said: "I have 


not in any way interferred in the inter" 
national affairs of any of the various 
societies to which any of these men may 
belong, and in doing that I faithfully 
carried out the instructions received from 
my predecessor, and have lived up to the 
obligation I took when installed as master- 
workman. I place them before you so that 
steps may bo taken to put a" stop to the 
interference of the Anarchists in the af- 
fairs of this order. I am not actuated by 
malice, spite a desire for revenge, or for 
any other purpose than to shield the order 
from the attacks of men who have grown 
insane 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
bring- 


ing 
the 
millenium 
to 
a 
few 


after they have blown the many to atoms. 
The resolution which should pass is one 
to demand that every avowed Anarchist 
be obliged to withdraw from this order or 
be expeled. 
We have nothing to fear 


from the contaminating Influence of the 
men who preach destruction in the name 
of our order and who at the same time 
assort that they are Socialists, while giv- 
ing the lie to every principle of socialism 
when they advocate violence of any kind. 
1 believe "it to be the part of duty for me 
to warn our order when its life is in dan- 
ger, when it is threatened from any source, 
and knowing that the destruction of the 
Knights of Labor was planned at a 
meeting in which these men took part, 
I now say that this general assembly 
must take action on the matter of allow- 
ing interference to come from snch a 
quarter. I have here the proofs of the 
plotting and scheming of these conspira- 
tors to do damage to the name of labor, 
and will present them at the proper time. 
That I have been denounced by these peo- 
ple is only because I would not allow them 
to dictate the policy of the Knights of 
Labor, and who ever takes my place must 
do the same, or the order sinks into ob- 
livion. You now have all the principal 
correspondence on anarchy; you know 
what I have done; you know my position, 
and I leave the matter with you for final 
action." 


Tbe home club next came in for a large 


share of consideration, more correspond- 
ence was submitted, some of it going back 
for five years. In the most emphatic 
terms, the speaker denied that he was 
under its.influence or that of any other club. 
Ho had been accused of every crime by the 
mombers of the order in New York, but 
he had never murdered. It was not the 
home club, but promises made a year ago 
that induced him to goto New York to 
speak for Henry George. HJ demanded 
that thoso who made the charge during 
the past year should reproduce them now, 
and allow the highest tribunal in tbe 
order to deal with them. He considered 
that cliques cabals nnd rings inside tho 
order 
were 
criminal, 
an 1 he 
had 


acted in accordance with this belief. In 
closing this branch ot the address Mr. 
Powderly said when the last general aa- 
semblv adjourned the officers were attacked 
in a most vicious manner by some of those 
•who were present at tho general assembly. 
I believe that this general assembly should 


•oeteliltte, and he would ask for nobetter 
or exalted term of socialism than was 
.outlined in its institution. 


iThe speaker severely criticised the prac- 


tice ^caucusing and lobbying in connec- 
tton-wtth the proceedings of the general 
assembly, and declared that it should be 
classed as an offense punishable with ex- 
pulsion from the order for any member to 
engage In lobbying. He told the dele- 
Kates that if they did not like the consti- 
tution, they had a right to alter and 
amend it as much as they pleased, and he 
admitted that there were many things in 
U that ought to be changed. 


In concluding he said: "If your gen- 


eral master workman is seen talking to a 
capitalist or entering the office of a man 
Cf wealth, that moment the demagogue s 
cry goes forth that he is selling out the 
labor movement. The man at the head of 
this order should be permitted to exercise 
his own Judgment in many cases not; de- 
fined by law. He should not -be made a 
target by members for Hhafts of suspicion, 
envy and malice; and if he must be so 
charged, in the general assembly is the 
only place where it should be spoken and 
not upon the street corner. 
Nihilism, 


from what I have read, has one redeeming 
feature. 
No matter where an officer is

I have held the interest of this order since 
September, 1879. I know how many things 
could have been done that would redound 
to the best interest of labor did I not 
know that the finger of suspicion would 
point out the spot for the tongue of si under 
to assail, and knowing that my very ef- 
fort would go for nothing and worse than 
nothing, have refrained. I believo the 
general master workman should have the 
confidence of the order. He is entitled to 
it;

cheerfully give way to the 
man of 


your choice. It is true-that I was elected 
for two years, together with my brother 
officers, but I waiv.e all rieht which 1 may 
have in that direction. This general as- 
sembly is higher than its general officers, 
and certainly has the right to remove one 
or all of them and to re-elect them, or 
elect others to take their place. I have 
stated from the public platform that I was 
serving my term. I am, and make the 
announcement now so that I will not be 
misunderstood, and that my motives may 
not be misconstrued. Now I am done. If, 
in the Judgment of the general assembly, 
It is best to select another to servo in my 
place, that decree will be cheerfully 
obeyed by me, and I will turn tho affairs 
of the office over to the man of your 
choice. 
Moderate applause greeted tho finish- 


ing words of the address, and a motion to 
adjourn was at once adopted. Each dele- 
gate was furnished'with ono of tho print- 
ed copies, and last night two-thirds of 
them were reading or discussing it. To- 
day the assembly will commence to take 
It up section by section, and what soino 
of the delegates characterise as the fun 
will commence. 
Nearly every feature 


will be antagonized by one or another of 
the various factions in the gathering.

rebuke such conduct, and do it In such a 
way as to leave no doubt on the minds of 
tbosewho seek revenge for insults—fancied 
insults—through the columns of the pub- 
lic press. Whenever it becomes necessary 
to differ with a member on any question, 
it can be done inside of tbe order,and with- 
out betraying a vindictive spir.i in the do- 
ing of it. It is equally 111 violation of the 
pledge which every man takes to attack 
his reputation through ths public press, 
particularly before giving him an oppor- 
tunity to defend himself before the courts 
of our order. I have with me the history 
of the men who have acted in official 
capacities and who have slandered the 
officers of this order, and if it is required 
by tho general assembly it w ill be forth, 
coming. I believe that the evil deeds of 
prominent men of the general assembly 
who have hold the order and its officers 
up to public ridicule and scorn, should be 
known to the order. 
[Applause followed 


hisses.] 


Tho speaker ceased fora moment to 


take breath. Resuming, he road hii cir- 
cular of May last recommending that on 
tho 4th of July all the assemb'io? of tho 
order should hold 
demonstrations and 


celebrate and asked for its approval. 1 
also presented a lengthy letter declaring 
unconstitutional tha resolution passed at 
the last meotin-r of the g»ne;-al assembly, 
cxpeling tha ci -ar-makers, on the ground 
that it was wrong and in violation of the 
laws of the order, and solicit*! for it the 
smiotis consideration of the body. 


Passing on to the geneial good of the 


order, the speaker said that the dav had 
come Cor united labor to ask at the bands 
of Congress ths passage of a low creating 
a department of labor at the seat of the 
National Government, and suggested that 
the committee on legislation prepare a bill 
and causo it to be introduced at tbe next 
session. The day had arrived, mo eover, 
when the getioial assembly should take 
action upon tlio clause in the doc'arutkm 
of principles which asserts that tho Gov- 
ernment should obtain possession by pur- 
cliaso under the right ot eminent domain 
of all telegraphs, telephones and railroad, 
and tho 0'del- should go before the next 
Congress and ask for the passage of one 
oi- two mpasur s for the governmental con- 
trol of railroads and telegraph lines. 


A universal bene.'it plan which would 


givo member* ruliuf in mckuese and pio- 
vulo for their burial was also recommend- 
bd, together with a scheme for the better 
regulation of State, territorial, mixed and 
trade assemblies, which has already been 
published. 'I he speaker expressed a hope 
that tbe Canadian delegation would not 
aak for a separate jurisdiction under 
thro,its o£ secession from the order, and 
•uiAgested that the provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec should establish provincial as.- 
sembliBs and try tha result before asking 
for a -separation. 


IlafBi-ring to the charges ot his connec- 


tion with Socialism, Mr. Fowde- ly said 
that a complimentary card of membership 
iit the Socialistic Labor pa ty had once 
been sent him, but that he had never cast 
a vc-te for its candidates, was never a 
member of any of its sections, or had any 
connection \vith it. At tbe same time 
Socialism had nothing in common with 
anarchy, and

The Tragedy. 


A large and cultured audience was at 


the opera house last night to witness a 
splend presentation of Shakespeare's 
five-act tragedy, '•' Hamlet, the Prince of 
Denmark," as given by the Thomas W. 
Keene dramatic company. We have seen 
Mr. Keene as Richard on several occa- 
sions. In this character, in the opinion 
of many admirers, he has no equal. Last 
night he gave a skillful and acceptable 
portrayal of Hamlet, tho melancholy 
Dane, whose plotting and cunning ended 
in a lurid climax of revenge and death.

The lirst consists of a light 
coat of hair, which is very thin and of 
a dirty yellow color; the second is 
thick, more silky and of ii dark gray 
color. While they are shedding their 
coats, which occurs in spring and au- 
tumn, their hair falls off ia matted 
locks. This leaves their skin bare in 
places, making broad 
black spots, 


which aro repulsive. 


They never go into a house and never 


allow themselves to be drawn to one 
by either caresses or kind words; not 
oven by tid-bits, which they oat, never- 
theless. with avidity, when thrown to 
them on tho street. They sleep a good 
deal, especially in times of scarcity, 
which for them is the normal condition 
of things. Lying down all curled up 
on the sidewalks or on the rough pave- 
ments, they do not allow themselves to 
be disturbed by threats or noise, or by 
tho crowd; they get np only when they 
see a toe that is going to strike them, Gi- 
ft carriage that is going to rim over 
their bodies. In these cases they move 
away slowly and lie down a little far- 
ther away. 


The Turks never injure them, and, 


lazy as they are, condescend to turn to 
one side a little in order not to disturb 
them. The Armenians, Bulgarians and 
Westerners have a good deal of sym- 
pathy for them, never maltreat them 
| and often throw them food. The 


i Perotes and Greeks like to stone them 
| to death, crush their bodies and stab 
them with sharp sticks. 
Tho poor 


creatures utter cries so prolonged and 


• dismal that they pierce one's heart as 
well as ears. 
| The dogs of Constantinople and its 
, outskirts, which form a population of 
j more than a hundred thousand, appear 
! to divide the streets of the city among 


themselves. The hairy occupants of 
one quarter never allow those of an- 
other to enter their domain. When a 
dog, driven by hunger or thirst, at- 
tempts to pass the limits of its street 
to seek its fortune elsewhere, it is 
repelled by a concert of howls ac- 
companied by a good deal of biting. 
All the dogs of one quarter are united 
for the defense of that quarter. At the 
first howl announcing an invader they 
all run, and often they let the unfor- 
tunate alone only after they have killed 
it 


The food of roving dogs, when they 


lind any, is not, we may believe, either 
varied or dainty; it is the waste scraps 
from cooking, constitutes choice but 
rare food for them; itcortsists especially 
of filthy things of all kinds, among 
which figures most prominently the 
excrement of passing horses, camels i 
aud cattle. — Cosmopolitan.
